Uganda Repels 
Invasion Force

Uganda's armed forces claimed Monday they recaptured three 
towns and pushed back an invasion force from Tanzania, President 
Idi Amin said the invaders were a mixture of 1,500 Tanzanian troops 
and Ugandan guerrillas aided by “British and Israeli mercenaries.” 
A military spokesman said Ugandan warplanes also destroyed an 
enemy base in Tanzania. 
Amin told African diplomats in Kampalz, the Ugandan capital, 
that 2TO invaders were killed and 50 captured in the fighting near Lake 
Victoria’s western shore. He said the Ugandans involved were sup­ 
porters of former President Milton Obote. whom Amin overthrew in 
a January 1971 military coup. 
Tanzania stuck to its denial that its own troops were involved. 
Reports reaching London and other capitals said Amin’s government 
apparently was fighting an arm y mutiny in the southwestern part 
of the country or an incursion of Ugandan exiles based in neighboring 
Tanzania. 
Radio Uganda said one of three captured guerrillas brought before 
Amin said the Tanzanian government was arming exiled members of 
Obote’s Langi tribe and their neighbors, the Acholi. at camps near 
the Tanzanian towns of Bukoba and Tabora. 
The radio said the guerrilla — identified as a former Ugandan 
army captain named Oyile, said to be Obote’s cousin — confirmed that 
the invaders were expecting help from British troops and the ope­ 
ration’s purpose was to restore Obote to power. 
Oyile said the assumption was that Obote would reverse Amin’s 
decision to expel 50,000 to 60.000 Asians with British passports by 
early November, the broadcast said. 
Radio Uganda reported that Amin had informed the government 
of Libya that Britain was backing the invasion in hopes of overthrow­ 
ing him. 
Britain denied the charge and protested the detention of 
some British subjects. 


North Vietnamese 
W ait Cease-Fire

SAIGON — There is increasing evidence the Vietnamese Com­ 
munists expect some sort of cease-fire proposal — possibly their 
own — in the next few months, intelligence sources said Monday. 
But the prospects of a cease-fire actually coming about seem 
remote, political observers said. 
Prisoners of war and captured documents discuss the possibility 
with growing frequency, more than a month after first mention of it 
turned up in a report from the Communist Central Office for South 
Vietnam: (COSVN) found on a Viet Cong body. 
In some areas of South Vietnam preparations even have reached 
the point where Communist troops are positioning themselves or pre­ 
paring to position themselves for a halt to the fighting, according to 
these sources. 
Analysts believe the Communists want an in-place cease-fire, one 
that would leave them, occupying sizable chunks of South Vietnam’s 
territory. 
While admitting the South Vietnamese government controls the 
remainder of the country, the areas the Communists will claim would 
isolate large populated government controlled sections from all ground 
and water traffic, analysts theorize. 
South Vietnam’s president Nguyen Van Thieu is already on record 
as opposed to such a so-called “ Leopard-Spot” cease-fire. 
He has taken the position that only an Indochina-wide halt in the 
fighting with all North Vietnamese troops pulling back to their coun­ 
try from. South, Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos is acceptable. 
Some political observers think, the Communists might offer a 
Leopard-Spot cease-fire proposal before Nov. 7 leaving President 
Nixon in the uncomfortable position of having to reject a possible end 
to the fighting on the eve of the election.

West Germany Leader 
Calls Confidence Vote 


BONN, Germany (AP> — Chancellor Willy Brandt cleared the 
decks Monday for a risky November re-election bid by announcing 
he will torpedo his own government this week in raising a parliamen­ 
tary vote of confidence he cannot win. 
Four months after defecting government lawmakers scuttled 
Brandt’s ruling majority and left government and opposition in a 
permanent parliamentary stalemate, Brandt told newsmen he will 
call for the vote of confidence Wednesday immediately after the 
Bundestag returns from summer vacation. 
The showdown vote will come two days later, on Friday, and 
result in the certain, calculated fall of the government — allowing 
President Gustav Heinemann to dissolve the Bundestag and call Nov. 
19 elections, a year before their original scheduled autumn 1973 date. 
Brandt’s long expected announcement came after his govern­ 
ment, its legislative powers clipped, had maneuvered for months to 
avoid just such a showdown, while it sought to complete outstanding 
issues.

Maritime Expansion 
To the Editor: Something of 
a shipping revolution is over­ 
taking

world's 
maritime 
fleets. 
Created by expanding 
needs, modern merchant ships 
are bigger and. faster. Con­ 
tainerized cargo has made it 
possible for them to be loaded 
and unloaded in half the time 
required a decade ago. 
As a result, the average ship 
makes twice as many trans­ 
ocean trips as it did in the early 
1960s. Indications are this trend 
will accelerate in the years just 
ahead, with tanker traffic alone 
expected to expand by 40 per 
cent in the next five years. 
O1 f f s e 11 i n g this demand, 
however, are ambitious efforts: 
to 
e x p a n d 
shipbuilding 
capabilities 
in

countries to a level which may

Japan, already one of the most 
active shipbuilders, expects to 
double its capacity within a few' 
years.

Property Tax Concept Being Studied

HARRISBURG - Most of the 
K e y s t o n e State’s (pained) 
taxpayers agree that property 
tax 
assessments 
in 
Penn­ 
sylvania 
are 
unduly 
bur­ 
densome, unfair to most of the 
state’s citizens, and in many 
cases 
i n e f f i c i e n t 
and 
discriminatory. 
And with that as its basic 
premise, a special task force 
of the Pennsylvania House of 
Representatives 
launched 
an 
exhaustive 
eight 
month 
in­ 
vestigation 
into 
the 
whole 
c o n c e p t 
of 
property 
tax 
assessments in the state. 
( W a l t e r 
Heller, 
former 
chairman 
of 
the 
Council 
of 
Economic Advisers, once called 
It “ the sick giant of our tax 
system.” Others, like consumer 
p r o t e c t i o n crusader Ralph 


Nader, say its “ nothing short 
of scandalous.” ) 
(But through it all, the con­ 
troversial 
property 
tax 
has 
survived, standing as one of the 
oldest, 
yet 
most 
universally 
hated means that now exists for 
collecting 
money 
from 
the 
public.) 
The results of that study have 
been 
unveiled 
in 
a 
22-page 
report 
calling 
for 
sweeping 
reform of the state’s 
highly 
c o m p l e x 
assessment laws, 
stressing in particular the need 
for immediate consideration of 
new alternatives in the con­ 
troversial 
area 
of 
school 
financing. 
Principal thrust of the report 
is an attack on the root of the 
problem that exists in Penn­ 
sylvania today — the lack of 
one 
s t a t e - w i d e 
uniform 
assessment rate and the lack 


of uniform application of the 
many existing assessment laws. 
To 
replace 
the 
maze 
of 
varying county to county, and 
county to city ratios that now 
exist, the committee has called 
for 
the 
establishment 
of

uniform, state-wide rate to be 
fixed by the Pennsylvania Tax 
Equalization Board. 
The 
'Committee 
has 
also 
r e c o m m e n d e d that county 
assessment offices be required 
to assess all real 
estate at 
market value, and that city 
a s s e s s m e n t programs and 
politically active assessors be 
eliminated 
in 
favor 
of 
a 
program structured entirely at 
the county level and staffed by 
q u a l i f i e d 
and 
certified 
assessors. 
Under current state law, for 
example, cities of the third 
class 
in 
Pennsylvania 
are 
e m p o w e r e d 
to 
make 


assessments on real property. 
Under the committee recom­ 
mendation, only counties would 
have the power, and assessors 
would be' removed from the 
realm of political favoritism, 
with a program of education 
and certification required before 
assessors could be appointed. 
Other 
recommendations 
embodied in the committee’s 
proposal filed with the House 
include: 
• A freeze on ail current 
property tax assessment values 
for senior citizens 62 years of 
age and over and the disabled 
who own their own homes so 
that no increases in valuation 
can be1 made in the future.

based on potential development 
prices, 
rather 
than 
current 
agricultural use. 
• A system of “meaningful” 
tax rate limitations established 
by 
the 
General 
Assembly 
permitting upward and down­ 
ward adjustment as experience 
warrants, 
• And legislation providing 
in-lieu-of-tax payments in cities, 
boroughs, 
and 
townships 
for 
state-owed property located in 
those municipalities.

Some Officials Miss 


Point of Acupuncture

a u t h o r i t i. e s shut down a 
Chinatown 
acupuncture 
clinic 
here the other day more em­ 
phatically than they bust Times 
Square houses of prostitution 
that advertise themselves as 
“ massage pa.rlo.rs,” The clinic 
was padlocked on the charge 
that its operators, a Chinese 
specialist and his wife, were 
engaging in therapeutic prac­ 
tices without license, inasmuch 
as the local health board does 
not issue acupuncture licenses 
(and the AMA frowns on these 
ancient treatments) the place 
had to shut down. 
Dozens of customers, all true 
believers, mourned the passing. 
They would now' 'be1 forced to 
seek 
relief in 
the uncertain 
realm of 20th Century A. D. 
medicine instead, of proven 20th 
Century B. C. therapy. 
The 
needle, one is said to have 
raged, 
is mightier than 
the 
scalpel and all the anesthetics 
s i n c e 
Joseph 
Priestley’s 
discoveries of nitrous oxide and 
oxygen in the 1770s. 
But the venerable science of 
acupuncture 
has 
not 
been 
crushed abornin* in the U. S. 
Just 
about 
the 
time 
the 
Chinatown clinic wras closed, an 
attractive Chinese pra.ct.itioner 
from Hong Kong set up treat­ 
ment 
quarters 
in 
a 
famous 
mid town hotel and informed her 
upper class clientele that she 
was paying one of her periodic 
visits to New York and would 
be happy to needle their aches 
and pains. 
The average doctor lives in 
as much fear of the AMA, as 
the average television network 
chairman lives in dread of the 
FCC. But some unspecified and 
acupuncture, using themselves 
uncountable number of doctors 
have been experimenting with 
and fellow doctors as guinea 
pigs. 
Not many individual doctors 
or medical organizations wish 
to comment on their findings. 
But, last week the prestigious 
M. D, Anderson Cancer and 
Tumor 
Institute

Houston 
boldly announced 
its

‘The woman received the first 
treatm ent Aug. 16. After a four- 
needle, 20-minute treatment, tie 
woman not only stood: on her 
right foot, but walked without 
severe pain for the first time 
in months, She returned to the 
hospital a few- days later and 
said the pain was back but not 
as great as before. The team 
(of Chinese-American doctors) 
repeated the treatment August 
28.

pletely free of pain for the 
second time for 10 days now,’ 
one doctor said. ‘How long it 
will last, why it worked and 
whether we’d use it again are

questions we cannot, an­ 
sw er.”

Crews Dwindle As Cleanup 
On R iver Nears Completion 


An Environmental Protection 
Agency spokesman said Monday 
that the massive task of 
cleaning the oily sludge from 
the banks of the Schuylkill 
River is nearing completion. 
For more than two months 
several hundred young workers, 
under the direction of the EPA, 
worked daily in an attempt to 
restore the river banks to the 
oil-free state prior to the flood. 
B e g i n n i n g 
at 
Berks 
Associates, site of the June 23 
oil spill that dumped more than 
8 million gallons of crude oil 
into the river, crews slowly 
worked their way downstream, 
to Phoenixville. 
The job isn’t finished but EPA 
officials said Monday that the 
end is near and the office at 
Washington Elementary School, 
headquarters 
for the 
local 
cleanup program, should close 
by the end of the month. 
COORDINATOR 
Robert Kaiser, coordinator for 
EPA, said the entire 16 miles 
from 
Berks 
Associates 
to 
Phoenixville, including the river 
banks, islands and shorelines 
were covered. 
“We removed considerable 
amounts of oily sludge and oil 
soaked, debris and definitely are 
in the final states of our 
program,” he said. 
Kaiser noted that work forces., 
which numbered as many as 
500 during the peak of cleanup 
operations, were not collecting 
large debris from the river 
banks. 
“That was a job the Army 
Corps of Engineers was han­ 
dling,” he said. “We were 
concerned only with oily sludge 
mixed with soil trees or un­ 
derbrush and some small oil 
covered debris.

time to be sure nothing was 
missed on the first trip down­ 
stream,” he added. 
He explained that a major 
reason for going over the river 
banks a second time was that 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
has during the past few weeks 
had its. contractors removing 
and 'Collecting piles of heavy 
debris such as fallen trees. 
“We found small pools of oil 
under many of the debris piles 
which we couldn’t get to 
before,” he said. “With a 
second trip over the same area, 
we can make our work com­ 
plete.” 
During the past two months, 
Kaiser said the EPA workers 
disposed of more than 11.300 
tons of solid materials. Much 
of this he said was heavy sludge 
that accumulated on the river 
banks, which when scraped off 
took, some soil with it. 
RAILROAD CARS 


The bulk of this oily material 
was loaded onto railroad cars 
in Pottstown and shipped to the 
Montgomery County landfill site 
near Conshohocken. 
Since the project is in the 
final stages, Kaiser said the size 
of the work, force has. dwindled. 
“White we had as many as 
400 and 500' workers during the 
peak of our operations in July 
and August, we are now down 
to 125 workers for the second

Kaiser, who works out of the 
Philadelphia regional office of 
the EPA, said his agency has 
a regional response team that 
responds to all oil or hazardous 
material spills. 
One or two people are sent 
to direct, or control the' con­ 
tainment and cleanup of the 
material that has been spilled. 
Because of the scope of the 
June oil spill however, as many 
as 20 EPA officials were in the 
area during the early stages 
along with another 25 members 
of the Coast Guard strike force.

o p e r a t i o n s began, Kaiser 
assumed 
command of 
the 
operations. 
LONG HOURS 
He said Monday that work 
crews put in many long hours 
and worked extremely hard but

satisfactory. The cleanup of oil 
is extremely difficult especially 
when trying to give protection 
to the environment such as 
trees, underbrush and water­ 
ways.”

Lions Salvage 
Rocky Weekend

One of the few standards for comparison of city 
and suburban football talent has been the all star gam e 
between graduated high school stars at Philadelphia’s 
Franklin Field over the past four sum m ers. 
Because of meager gate figures, and presumably 
not because the Suburbs hold a 3-1 edge, the series 
known as the MS Classic will probably not involve 
suburban players next summer. In Philadelphia, they 
reason there’s a better gate attraction for the worth­ 
while cause. 
It’s too bad because th at would catapult the sub- 
urbs-city debate back into the air. Which side has the 
better football is a question that most likely won’t be 
answered, even in the case of the rare weekend in 
Pottstow n, when two city team s split a pair of de­ 
cisions against area teams. 
In the first instance, West Catholic High downed 
the Ches-Mont League’s defending champion, Potts­ 
town High, 27-6 Friday night. In the second case, St. 
Pius X throttled defending city champion Archbishop 
Carroll 18-0 Sunday. 


NO POINTS 
Pottstown s loss wasn’t necessarily a point for the 
city, insisted Trojan Coach Bill Rogers, who must 
rebuild in his first season as head coach. 
“It wasn’t a point for them because w e’re not the 
best team in the suburbs,” he rationalized. 
West Catholic, on the other hand, is coming off a 
4-6 season in the Catholic League but rates as a dark- 
horse contender this year. A lot of West’s success in 
1972 will depend on how well Coach John McAneney’s 
squad does against St. Jam es this week (“They have 
two tackles who go 270, and a field goal kicker who is 
good to 50 yards,” McAneney said Friday). 
McAneney adm itted he had some reservations 
about coming to Pottstown for the game that was 
scheduled two days in advance when Norristown pull­ 
ed out. 
Since his B urrs had never before played under the 
lights, that was one of his biggest worries. “I thought 
they might be bad. but this is a nice stadium, the 
lights are good,” he said in the visitors’ locker room. 
And the big difference in the game was the abun­ 
dant talent McAneney had at his disposal. He has a 
lot more numbers to pick from, and the perfect 
example was his quarterback. 
First stringer Tony 
Hanson was relegated to kicking duties because he 
had a broken bone at the tip of his right thumb. 
His replacement. Bill Parkhill, was as fine a ball- 
hand ler as you'll see in high school football. 
The backup QB threw four completions for 99 
yards and a touchdown. 
Sunday, St. Pius salvaged what was a less than 
impressive weekend, for area teams. Along with the 
Winged Lions’ avenging 18 0 verdict over Carroll. Boy­ 
er town won, but at the expense of an area team. Upper 
Perkiomen, and Phoenixville was a forfeit victor over 
strike-idled Upper Merion. 
The Winged Lions turned the tables on Carroll, 
which whipped the Lions by 33 points in its title cam ­ 
paign, behind Mike Sochko, who guided Pius to its 
three scores and applied pressure as a defensive end. 
“Carroll is a good team, our kids played a good 
game, and it’s a good victory,” Lion Coach Jim Mich 
said later. 
Carroll had trouble denting the Pius defense, 
which had a host of heroes, including John Lomnyczuk 
at linebacker. 
Defensively, the Lions badgered Joe 
McNichol’s troops with three interceptions and a fum­ 
ble recovery, while on offense.

MUNICH — To heighten the tragi-comedy of the 
Olympic festival just celebrated, the Union of South 
Africa was preparing a presentation here for readmis­ 
sion to the Games of 1976. 
Announcing a multi-racial plan that would meet 
specifications, it was reminded by a British commen­ 
tator: 
“Much as I applaud their initiative, I think that 
any country seeking readmission to the modern Olym­ 
pic Games must be out of its mind." 
Munich had prepared an extraordinary Olympics. 
The stadia complex was beyond belief. Facilities were 
so advanced that not even tape measures were re­ 
quired. 
Jumps and throws were marked by a prismatic 
reflector. A press of a button in a control center 
emitted infra-red rays which measured the distances 
precisely in a matter of seconds. 
The party here was important to German prestige. 
It was to displace in the minds of the world the Ger­ 
many it knew of Adolf Hitler. 


AFTERMATH OF THE TRAGEDY 
Now soldiers bearing submachine guns patrol the 
Munich airport. Double searches are made of passen­ 
gers. The whole country looks warily over its shoul­ 
der. Eleven Israelis and one German policeman are 
dead. So are five of their Arab murders. And three 
others are in prison, one with a leg shot off. 
The Olympic fire has been put out amid a raucous 
argument over the basketball finish and over dope. 
And angry words are exchanged concerning comport­ 
ment on the victory stand. 
So welcome to Montreal in ’76. 
Resolutely, the International Olympic Committee 
(I. O. C.) departs Munich convinced it has acted fairly 
and maturely on the most notable non-criminal issue 
of the Games, the disenfranchisement of two young 
Americans guilty of disrespect on the victory stand. 
Normally butchered by the London press, as it is 
by the literati on most of the planet, the I. O. C. got 
surprising support in the case of Vince Matthews and 
Wayne Collett. 
A glaring headline in the London Daily Mirror 
read: 
“Black Stars Insult ‘Old Glory*." 
Peter Wilson, the best known sportswriter in Bri­ 
tain, began: 
“There was quite a disgraceful performance after 
the men’s 400 meter final here, won by Vincent Mat­ 
thews of the USA, with another black American, 
Wayne Collett,.second. 
“While the American national anthem was being 
played, the gold and silver medalists ostentatiously 
lounged about on the victors’ rostrum, and Matthews 
contemptuously fiddled with his beard. In contrast the 
bronze medalist, Julis Sang of Kenya, stood rigidly 
at attention. 
“The moment the anthem was over, Matthews 
took off his gold medal and swung it around, as though 
it was a bauble of no account.” 
The way we viewed the matter, the behavior of 
the two was no great patriotic affront. You can go to 
any college football or basketball gam e today and see 
students, black and white, refusing to stand for the 
national anthem. 
Among a certain segm ent of campus genii, this is 
what’s going around. This a facet of the counter 
culture. 
The greatest sin of Matthews and Collett was their 
dishonesty to the rules. They knew that Olympic law 
demanded respect on the victory stand. If they weren’t 
prepared to comply, they either should have passed the 
Olympics, or refused to go to the stand to collect their 
j 
medals. You can’t have it both ways. 


USED TO IT BY NOW 
By the action, they didn’t insult the United States, 
which has grown accustomed to contempt. 
They 
humiliated the host country, serious in its endeavor 
to stage the Olympics right. They made the Germans 
feel like a pfennig, telling them, in effect, that their 
show w'as a joke. 
And it must be said in behalf of the Germans that 
they already had had their share of grief in these 
gam es without further trouble from a pair of children. 
Quite above the Olympic chauvinism, some of our 
best amateur basketball players stayed away from the 
games. But those athletes who chose to go had a com­ 
mitment to the rules. 
If, indeed, the Olympics are kids stuff, you couldn't 
prove it by black sprinter Eddie Hart, who missed the 
trials through a misunderstanding of the starting time. 
Do you know what Eddie did? He sat down and 
cried. 
And an awful lot of others among the 7,000 in the 
village wept for him.

WASHINGTON (AP> - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
Monday began a recall of po­ 
tentially lethal soft and hard 
clams and mussels recently dis­ 
tributed throughout New Eng­ 
land and possibly other sections 
of the country. 
The FDA said the lot of sea­ 
food has been infected with tox­ 
ic red algae. There is no known 
antidote, and the toxin cannot 
be destroyed by cooking, even 
under pressure, FDA said. 
The agency said that so far 
19 persons have come down 
with paralytic shellfish poison­ 
ing, caused by eating the in­ 
fected fish. It added that while 
there have been no fatalities, 
two victims required use of 
iron lungs to facilitate breath­ 
ing.

White House Turns On the Heat to Liquidate Asian Drug Traffic

For four centuries, beginning 
with the aggressive prodding of 
greedy European colonialists, 
Asians have been cultivating the 
poppy that yields the opium that 
yields the morphine that yields 
the heroin that is now finding 
its way into the United States. 


OPIUM MONOPOLY 
Up through World War II and 
beyond, every Southeast Asian 
government 
had 
its 
opium 
monopoly. Everywhere it was 
a major source of revenue, like 
other government monopolies 
including salt and tobacco. 
In the middle of the last 
century the British fought a war 
to win the right to sell opium 
to the unwilling Chinese. Hong 
Kong 
had 
its 
own 
opium 
“farm." And not until 1946 did 
the British outlaw the drug 
traffic in Hong Kong. 
For the Asians opium was, 
and still is, an escape from the 
pains of reality just as alcohol 
is an escape for so many 
A m e r i c a n s , Some Asians 
become addicts — a growing 
number, in fact — just as some 
Americans become alcoholics. 
Opium is a pain-killer in more 
ways than one. An American 
woman may swallow a pill to 
ease the pain of her menstrual 
period. The hill tribe woman of 
Southeast Asia's golden triangle 
— the upper reaches of Burma, 
Thailand and Laos — will 
smoke a pipe or two of opium.
